In dpite. of the- 
traordinary difficulties facing Britieh 
sbipbuilders, Mr. R. A. Workman,

The period under review ho said, 
Yod been a most anxious one, not 
only owing tu atriles but through the 
very high price of material and high (a- 
xation, which prevented industry from 
setting aside tho necessary reserve for 
futurn development. ‘The total profit 
for th: year 192] was £100,764, and 
that with the balance brought for- 
ward from last year of £13 687 made 
ototalof £114471 From that they 
had deducted £9,096 for depreciation 
and amortisation, and £39303 for 
taxes and directors fs. That left 
them a balance af £05 152 from which 
they deducted £24,000 to pay a divi- 
dend of eight per cent. on preference 
shares for tle year 1921, and the bai- 
ance of £41.152 was catried forward 
for future liabilitics and taxation.
